The 
cisterns we are putting in now, said 
Fogg, are small, but they have a five- 
inch supply pipe, which, if the water- 
works are all right, make it impossible 
to pump them dry. He thinks the 
company is as able to successfully 
fight fire now as it ever was, Mr. 
‘Fogg says the company’s President, 
T. K. Hymers, is acting foreman, and 
that Hymers has good and ready as- 
sistants in the otber members of the 
Board, to wit: Chas. Kaust, J. B. 
Williams, J. L. McFarlin and Mr. 
Fogg himself. He don’t see where 
any improvement can be made for the 
present. He does not think the peo- 
ple are able to go to any more expense 
just now. 
Charles Kuust is one of the Trus- 
tees, and says we have no company, 
and thinks one ought to be 
formed, previding the citizens will 
take interest enough in the matter to 
attend. He thinks a tax of one-half 
of one per cent. ought to be levied 
and a paid Department organized. 
Buy two horses, and employ not less 
than six men at a salary of about $10 
per month, besides an engineer and 
steward, and with what help the citi- 
zens will render, he thinks would 
make an eflicient Fire Department. 
Ho suggests that it would be well fer 
local iasurance agents to take some in- 
terest in fire matters and prove to the 
firemen that their services are appre- 
ciated. He thinks that the chairman 
of the Board of Fire Trustees ought to 
call a meeting of the citizens imme- 
diately and take measures to effect 
some kind of an organizatton. He re- 
alizes the fact that the Department is 
ina deplorable condition now, and 
fully realizes the danger the town is 
in from a conflagration, and thinka it 
the duty of the Board as well as citi- 
zeus of the town to take prompt ac- 
tion in the matter. The fire Saturday 
night, says Mr. Knust, and the fortu- 
nate escape the town had, ought to 
convince every thinking man chat 
something must be done at once, Ile 
stands ready to do all in his power to 
remedy matters. 
Bob Buncel thinks the company is 
in a very bad condition and in case of 
an extensive conflagration would be 
little better than no company. He 
says Only five or six men take any in- 
terest in the matter now, and the com- 
pany has no head to direct men what 
to do. The consequence will be 
that much property will be destroyed 
unnecessarily if matters are allowed 
to go as they now are. He thinks if 
the tax-payers would put a shoulder 
to the wheel and attend the meeting 
turn out occasionally for drill, go 
to the engine and work instead of run- 
ning to the burning building, that, as 
good a volunteer Department could be 
organized here as ever was in exist- 
ence... Buncel thinks if the company 
was properly organized, and had the 
right kind of a man for foreman, one 
whom the men under him would 
obey, and the Sheriff and Constable 
would take a hand and see that the 
foreman’s orders were carried out, it 
would save much valuable time and 
be of great benefit to the company’s 
officers as well as the active firemen. 
The Gazette has taken the trouble 
to give the views of some of the citi- 
zens, and they all have some well- 
defined plan to change the present 
condition of things. Now let the 
Trustees call a meeting, and let the 
property-holders turn out and come 
to some conclusion. If the citizens 
will pay some attention to this matter

Nevada bas about à million acres of 
salt land, and could supply the whole 
earth if necessary. That is not pos- 
sible, however, for it is perhaps more 
generally distributed over the earth 
than any other substance. Most of 
the salt used in civilized countries 18 
evaporated from sea water. Works at 
Alameda make thirty thousand tous a 
year, and there is a large company at 
Santa Cruz. The great basin has salt 
in u dozen places. Near Silver Peak, 
in Inyo county there is one valley 
with a quarter of a million acres. 
Lone valley, between Silver Peak and 
Columbus, in Esmeralda cohnty, has 
a hundred thousand acres of salt. 
Columbus lies right in the center of a 
salt marsh. Fifteen miles north of 
Columbus lies a salt bed of immense 
resources, It was taken up in 1861, 
and known as the Virginia Salt Co 
works. It ia now ealled Rhodes’ Salt 
Marsh. It 16 about a mile square, 
Pits are sunk 40 t0 30 feet in diame- 
ter and 4 feet deep. The brine rises 
up in them, and the salt precipitates. 
It is in a desolate land. The valley 
and hills show no sign of life. No 
vegetation covers the black, basaltic 
hills. Near the southern end of Wal- 
ker lake lies Dead Morse valley, with 
one hundred thousand acres of salt. 
Atthe Eagle Salt Works near Hot 
Springs station,on the C. P. road, 
there are two thousand acres rich io 
salt. B. F. Leete took the valley up 
in 1870. It would easily supply the 
State. Fifteen miles east, at White 
Plains, there are salt works. At 
Guthries, 75 miles south 8 Winne- 
mucea, there are ten miles square of 
salt, This place formerly supplied 
Austin, and sent some to Vi:ginia 
City, Sand Springs, 22 miles south 
of Stillwater, was opened in 1863, 
Mr. Allen, of Reno, owned it once, 
and sold to E. E. Wightman, who 
now works it. It keeps 20 men and 
two teams busy. The salt is scraped 
up and run on cars to hard ground, 
halfa mile from the middle of the 
marsh. It is 9} per cent. salt, and 
butchers use it to save meat. There 
are deep openings in the marsh with 


solid walls of crystal salt, They are 
eight or nine feet across and very 
deep. The bed of the marsh is hard. 
In wet weather the brine covers the 
whole basin, and leaves a rich deposit. 
Salt formerly went from there to 
Dayton aod Virginia. The market of 
late has been Grantsville, where it 
brings $7 a ton.

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TRAIN DITCHED, 


The \Virginia Express Train Thrown 
from the Track at Winters Cross- 
ing—Three Indians Killed. 


A special dispatch from Carson to 
the GazETTE says an accident occur- 
red to the regular passenger train 
from San Francisco, on the Virginia 
and Truckee railroad this morning. 
At Winters’ crossing snew had 
drifted to a considerable depth, and 
the snow plow struck a plank in the 
crossing, throwing the locomotive and 


gineer, (Tom Clarke), fireman, and 
Wells, Fargo & Co.'s messenger, were 
slightly injured. Three Indians rid- 
ing on the tender, were killed. 

The engine was throwu twenty feet 
from the railon the east side of the 
track and partly turned round. The 
express car left the track on the west 
side, and the rear end of the car was 
four feet from the rail, leaving the 
mail car, two passenger coaches and 
the San Francisco sleeper or the track.
